One of the most talked about 
and debated facilities in Manhat- 
tan is set to begin construction 
once again after a hiatus caused 
by a delay in federal funding. 

R.W. Trewyn, vice president 
for research at K-State, said the 
contract to build the Central 
Utility Plant of the National Bio 
and Agro-Defense Facility was 
awarded and signed on Feb. 21 
for $80 million. This means that 
construction could begin again 
this month. 

"They're expecting construc- 



tion to start again, at least on 
that component, this month. So 
sometime in April," Trewyn said. 
"And what I was told is there could 
be as many as 200 construction 
workers on site by this summer."

Kansas State has been 
a perennially strong program led 
by an outstanding coach in Suzie 
Fritz who has coaching experience 
within the USAV High Performance 
pipeline.

opportunity to wear the red, white 
and blue. K-State was among the 
few elite volleyball programs con- 
tacted by BTI Events, which over- 
saw the selection process, to repre- 
sent Team USA.

For the second time in four games, the 
K-State Wildcats won a game in walk-off fash-

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Famous trumpet player performs in McCain with Scottish Ensemble

As part of her first U.S. tour, world-renowned 
trumpeter Alison Balsom played in McCain Audito- 
rium Tuesday night with the Scottish Ensemble as 
part of the McCain Performance Series. 

"She was so good and so pretty," said Kathryn 
Wilson, sophomore in pre-veterinary medicine and 
trumpeter in the K-State marching band. "I liked her 
different techniques and her overall tone quality. 
There's no way I could be that good." 

Balsom started her career as a trumpet player 
in 2001 when she won the Feeling Musique Prize 
for quality of sound in the Maurice Andre Interna- 
tional Trumpet Competition. Her first album was 
released the following year, followed by her second 
album in 2005. Over the years, Balsom has won 
many awards, including "Female Artist of the Year" 
in 2009 and 2011 at the Classical BRIT awards. She 
also appeared on the David Letterman Show in 
2010. 

"She's on the verge of stardom," said Todd Holm- 
berg, executive director of McCain. "She's already 
reached superstar status in the U.K., so it's only a 
matter of time before she reaches that same level of 
stardom in the United States." 

Balsom is also known for her arrangements of 
classical pieces for trumpet. One such piece was 
"Oboe Concerto in B-Flat" by Tomaso Albinoni. 
Balsom accompanied the Scottish Ensemble as 
they played her arrangement of the song. This was 
Balsom's and the ensemble's first time touring to- 
gether in the United States. 

"They came as a package," Holmberg said. "It's a 
rare treat to have such a well-known chamber or- 
chestra pair with a solo player. When they decide to 
do it, it's a special occasion." 

The Scottish Ensemble consists of 16 players 
playing the violin, the viola, the cello, a double bass 
and a harpsichord. The group started in 1969 in 
Glasgow, Scotland, and takes music pieces from dif- 
ferent time periods and reinvents them for cham- 
ber music. A unique feature of the group is that they 
all stand up while playing, often swaying back and 
forth on stage as the perform. 

"They go so well together," said Chelsea White, 
sophomore in flute performance. "I don't think as 
undergraduates we get to hear that. It was an emo- 
tional experience and really great." 

For the first part of the concert, the ensemble 
and Balsom alternated songs, playing just a cham- 
ber piece then playing a piece arranged by Balsom 
for a trumpet accompaniment. During the second 
segment, Balsom and the ensemble played "Seraph" 
by James MacMillan. 

"It's very unique," Balsom said. "It's a new way to 
write trumpet and incorporate it into the strings." 

After the song, audience members applaud- 
ed loudly and gave Balsom a standing ovation. In 
return, Balsom agreed to an encore performance of 
a Swedish folk song. 

"The way the trumpet blends with the orchestra 
was unexpectedly gorgeous," Holmberg said. "You 
wouldn't think that an instrument that one thinks 
of as loud could play so softly and so well with the 
strings." 

After her last song, the ensemble likewise re- 
ceived a standing ovation from the crowd and 
played another encore. 

"They were brilliant, world-class," said Chris 
Gugel, graduate student in music. "They had an 
amazing display of technicality and beauty. They 
were just spectacular."

with it," DeBord said. "Stay competitive. 
Understand our bats were a little slow 
today. It was cold, but to get your foot 
down and compete. And that's what we 
did in that last inning." 

Tuesdays thrilling win, which was 
marred by rain and cold temperatures, 
marks the end of a six-game home- 
stand for the Wildcats. The team won 
every game of the homestand to im- 
prove its overall record to 24-10 overall. 

"There's a lot of character and some 
toughness there," said Brad Hill, K-State 
head coach. "It was kind of Jekyll and 
Hyde tonight. We didn't come to play 
early, and they exposed us. Then we 
gave them a big inning, and that's not 
easy coming back from. A lot of teams 
would just lay down and just let them 
have it tonight, but we didn't." 

For junior Ross Kivett, one of the 
team's leading batters who had an off 
day against the Shockers, his message 
to his team was to keep competing until 
the very end. 

"Whenever we have at-bats, we don't 



think we're out of it," Kivett said. "We're 
a team that we play fast, and sometimes 
when we get out of a groove, we have to 
calm it down, pull the saddles back and 
realize that we're a good team." 

With two of the last four games 
being decided in the bottom of the 
ninth inning, the Wildcats are currently 
riding on an emotional high. 

"It's going to give us a lot of momen- 
tum this weekend going into Iowa," 
Kivett said. "It's always nice when 
you're playing in this kind of weather to 
get a win, you don't want to lose in this 
weather." 

Fisher has come through in the 
clutch as of late, and was responsible 
for the walk-off RBI single in Friday's 
game against the Red Raiders. Tuesday 
he followed it up with the tying RBI in 
the eighth inning against the Shockers. 

"It feels pretty good, I'm feeling good 
at the plate," Fisher said. "[I've never 
had a stretch like this,] not in my col- 
lege career. Hopefully we can make the 
games a little more spread out and win 
by a couple of more runs." 

For Hill, he hopes the emotional lift 



from the exciting wins over the past few 
days gives his team some positive mo- 
mentum. 

"You hope it gives you confidence," 



Hill said. "In the end, the guys showed 
the character and the toughness that 
you had to have." 

The Wildcats were initially sched- 



uled to travel to Omaha, Neb., on 
Wednesday, but the game was can- 
celed due to weather and will not be 
made up. This schedule change al- 
lowed Hill to utilize his bullpen a little 
more against the Shockers. 

"We did, obviously," Hill said. "We 
probably would have used the same 
guys tonight that we would have, but 
we didn't want to have to use Gerardo 
[Esquivel] tonight. We wanted to have 
him for tomorrow. But we could have 
used him tonight if we had to." 

While the canceled game does give 
the Wildcats an extra day to prepare for 
their eight-game road trip, Hill says that 
he would rather play tomorrow due to 
his team's recent success. 

"We can take a day off and go get 
some things done, go get some swings 
in, but I think wed like to keep playing 
to be honest with you," Hill said. "When 
you're playing like you're playing right 
now, you just want to keep going." 

The next series for the Wildcats starts 
on Friday, when the Wildcats travel to 
Iowa City, to face the Iowa Hawkeyes at 
6:05 p.m.

Opening ceremonies will 
begin July 6 to kick off pool 
play, where Team USA will 
face Russia, Poland and the 
Czech Republic. The Wildcats 
will have to make a few adjust- 
ments as they get accustomed 
to playing with a 12-player 
roster and not the 15 of NCAA 
play. 

Due to international laws, 



the Wildcats will likely be 
without Natali Jones and Lilla 
Porubek, who are not eligible 
to play with the team because 
they are not citizens of the 
United States.

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NBAF Concerns over security of pathogens in facility cause controversy

Construction of NBAF was 
delayed in 2012 when funds 
were cut from the 2013 nation- 
al budget. 

Even before Manhattan was 
chosen as the site of NBAF in 
December 2008, critics op- 
posed building a facility to 
research livestock diseases in 
Kansas, a state that thrives on 
the livestock industry and also 
lies in tornado alley. James 
Sherow, Manhattan city com- 
missioner of six years, said 
that regardless of the issues 
in Washington, the facility is 
coming. 

"[NBAF] is coming," Sherow 
said. "The moneys appropriat- 
ed, it's there, it's ready to go." 

Trewyn said that there were 
many factors causing the con- 
struction delay, but he point- 
ed to two main reasons. One 
reason was that the Depart- 
ment of Homeland Security 
did not own the land on which 
NBAF will be built until Dec. 28, 
2012, when the title was trans- 
ferred from the State of Kansas 



to the federal government. This 
was made official with the Feb. 
21 signing of the Central Utility 
Plant, which will hold all the 
utilities NBAF will need to op- 
erate. 

"The reason that was critical, 
there is for the Central Utili- 
ty Plant $40 million of federal 
money involved and for them 
to put the federal money on the 
table, they had to own the land," 
Trewyn said. "That contract was 
signed for about $80 million 
total, $40 million federal, $40 
million state match." 

Once completed and oper- 
ational, NBAF is expected to 
have a significant economic 
impact on the city of Manhat- 
tan. Trewyn, who takes part in 
regular conference calls with 
the Department of Homeland 
Security and the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and is 
consistently traveling back and 
forth between Manhattan and 
Washington, said he thinks 
NBAF will not only have a 
huge impact on the city, but for 
much of the region as well. He 
sees the facility sparking many 



spin-off companies with the 
same scientific emphasis that 
will depend on NBAF. These 
will most likely specialize in the 
animal health industry as well. 

"A third of the global animal 
health industry, basically can 
be found between Manhattan 
and Columbia, Mo." Trewyn 
said. "So there are many com- 
panies that are going to want to 
at least have a satellite compa- 
ny here." 

City of Manhattan manager 
Ron Fehr also discussed both 
the jobs that NBAF will create 
and the potential for related 
companies. 

"350 employees will be huge 
in itself," Fehr said. "Just having 
the presence of a federal lab 
and the work that they're doing 
there will certainly create an 
atmosphere of other spin-off 
arrangements. I think there's a 
lot of folks that will want to be 
associated with the work that's 
going on at the lab, and a lot of 
people will want to have a pres- 
ence in the region." 

Scientists at NBAF will be 
conducting research that deals 



with threats to U.S. agriculture 
and public health. The official 
NBAF mission and research 
statement states that, "NBAF 
will be a state-of-the-art biocon- 
tainment facility for the study of 
foreign animal, emerging and 
zoonotic (transmitted from an- 
imals to humans) diseases that 
threaten the U.S. animal agri- 
culture and public health." 

NBAF researchers' goals 
will be to "conduct research, 
develop vaccines and other 
countermeasures, and train 
veterinarians in preparedness 
and response against these dis- 
eases." 

Because the facility will 
contain potentially contagious 
pathogens like foot-and-mouth 
disease and African swine 
fever, opponents of NBAF have 
expressed concerns about the 
security of the facility. Sherow 
and Fehr said that while those 
concerns are valid, this facility 
will be one of the most secure 
locations possible. 

"The facility is built beyond 
the requirements for building 
a nuclear reactor. That's one of 



the things that has driven up 
the cost of it," Sherow said. "It 
was originally supposed to be 
around a $700 million project, 
now it's $1.2 billion. It could 
take a direct hit by a tornado 
and will still be standing." 

Fehr said the building was 
designed according to nuclear 
regulatory standards, which he 
thinks is the first time this has 
ever been done. 

With NBAF's proximity to 
K-State, Trewyn said it is likely 
that partnerships will develop 
between NBAF researchers 
and K-State students and fac- 
ulty. 

"The No. 1 selection require- 
ment when they were looking 
at potential sites across the 
country for locating NBAF, 
was the proximity to similar 
research for exactly that pur- 
pose," Trewyn said. "They will 
be able to do a lot of collabora- 
tive work and some of the work 
may go on our campus. We 
would expect a lot of sharing of 
information and a lot of student 
involvement probably more so 
with the graduate students than 



post-docs." 

Although construction could 
begin as soon as this month, the 
process will take several years 
to complete. NBAF will most 
likely not be completed by the 
time current K-State freshmen 
have graduated. The project's 
construction is lengthened by 
the size of the facilities and by 
the amount of federal funding 
available each year. Because of 
the project's billion-dollar price 
tag there will always be a lot of 
debate in Washington about 
when and whether to approve 
the money, so the construction 
process is likely to move along 
in spurts. 

"A lot of this depends on 
Washington, D.C.," Sherow said. 
"We can expect phases to be 
done, and then it may sit there 
for a year without any construc- 
tion and then come back to it." 

As a result, Sherow predicts 
a long road to the end of NBAF 
construction. 

"I think right now, it could be 
as far out as 2020 when every- 
thing is said and done," Sherow 
said.

points to guide the Wildcats 
to a victory over eventual na- 
tional champion Texas A&M 
71-67. That performance was 
a career best for Chambers at 
the time, but she would go on 
to exceed even that mark. 

Chambers' impressive stats 
go on and on, but they do not 
do her justice as a K-State bas- 
ketball legend. As head coach 
Deb Patterson said, Chambers 
is truly a special player. 

"She is a great competitor, 
one of the best we have ever 
had here in our gym at Kansas 
State," Patterson said. "I think it 
has gone understated just how 
great she is. She has just ma- 
tured in every way as a leader 
and I have great confidence in 
her. She understands how we 
need her to play and she has a 
no back down mentality." 

Heading into this season, 
Chambers was not the only 
one who knew that she was 
the leader of the Wildcats, 
every coach on the schedule 
knew it as well. 

One of only two seniors on 
a youthful basketball team, it 
might be easy for a seasoned 
player to get frustrated with 
the young talent on the team, 
but Chambers did the oppo- 
site. She embraced her lead- 
ership role as the team con- 
tinued to grow closer, despite 
losing two key members to 
injuries. 

Down to only seven active 
players on the roster, the Wild- 
cats pulled out an upset of 



then-No. 11 Oklahoma State 
on Jan. 23 in Bramlage Colise- 
um. In that game, Chambers 
scored 26 points to help guide 
K-State to the 76-70 victory. 

For the rest of the regular 
season the team battled top 
opponents down to the wire, 
forcing Sweet Sixteen contes- 
tant Kansas into double over- 
time before finally falling to 
the Jayhawks. 

While their dream of 
making the NCAA tourna- 
ment didn't happen, the Wild- 
cats were able to play in the 
WNIT. This alllowed Cham- 
bers to play at home a few 
more times. 

The WNIT opener is where 
Chambers put on the greatest 
scoring night in the history of 
K-State women's basketball, 
finishing with a school record 
42 points. 

The Wildcats followed their 
leader all the way to the WNIT 
Final Four, their run cut short 
by a 54-46 loss to runner-up 
Utah. 

Assistant coach and former 
Atlanta Dream captain Shalee 
Lehning knows that even 
though Chambers' days in a 
college jersey are done, bas- 
ketball is still in her future. 

"Having played in the 
WNBA and practiced against 
some of the best, there is no 
doubt in my mind that she is a 
pro," Lehning said. "Everything 
she brings to a team from 
scoring, effort and passion, 
there is no doubt that she has 
an opportunity to continue 
her basketball career."

Christine Kim, 23, a former

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Sunset Zoo gets new addition to chimp troupe

On Feb. 26, the residents of 2333 
Oak St. welcomed a new baby into 
the family — a very furry baby with 
prehensile toes and opposable 
thumbs. 

The chimpanzee troupe at the 



Sunset Zoo has grown by one, turn- 
ing what was once the "Fab Five" 
into a happy sextet. 

Although the newest addition 
has not yet been named, the exhibit 
is officially open for public display, 
meaning the six-week-old young- 
ster is finally getting to experience 
real zoo life. Despite the flocks of 



eager visitors, the zoo, which is ac- 
credited by the Association of Zoos 
and Aquariums, has been working 
non-stop to create the most natural 
environment possible for the play- 
ful apes. 

"Chimps are social animals, so 
the baby was born while in the 
troupe with the rest of the chimps," 



said Scott Shoemaker, Sunset Zoo 
director. "Everyone has taken to it 
really well. It's acclimated to all its 
peers, and everything seems to be 
going textbook." 

Shoemaker also said that thanks 
to the AZA, the baby will be a part of 
a program to continue naturally en- 
riching its life as it reaches maturity 



over the next several years. 

"We try to, to the best of our abil- 
ities, to mimic behaviors that go on 
in the wild," Shoemaker said. "So for 
example, when a chimp is born, it'll 
stay in a troupe for eight to 10 years. 
Then, depending on its sex, it'll mi- 
grate to another troupe. So, when 
our chimps reach 8 to 10 years of 
age, we'll send them to another zoo 
where they'll mix in with another 
troupe, which is what they'd do in 
the wild." 

Because chimpanzees are en- 
dangered, the AZA has also creat- 
ed a Species Survival Plan to help 
manage and conserve the national 
population of captive chimps. By 
collecting genetic data of all the 
chimpanzees that are currently 
housed in AZA zoos and entering 
it in a database, the SSP suggests 
breeding recommendations for the 
population based on genetic diver- 
sity. The recommendations do not 
just tell the zoos which chimps to 
breed, but also when to breed them 
to maintain a healthy, balanced 
population. 

"The idea is to maintain 90 per- 
cent genetic diversity within the 
captive collection over 100 or 200 
years," Shoemaker said. "The idea 
is we don't want a male that's too 
closely related to a female to breed, 
because it causes health issues and 
genetic depression in the popula- 
tion. We have the parentage of all 
the chimps, and then the comput- 
er will say, 'You cannot breed this 
male to this female.' Its basically 
computer dating." 

It is the AZAs hope that zoos will 
never have to look further than the 
network of other zoos to contin- 
ue to support their population of 
chimpanzees, said Brian Davoren, 
general curator for the Sunset Zoo. 

"We have a set number of chim- 
panzees in zoos," Davoren said.

Novel gives amusing insight into teaching abroad 



Happy Time

Taking a trip abroad can 
be a daunting, yet fulfilling, 
experience. For those consid- 
ering making the journey to 
a foreign country, there are a 
lot of unknowns that must be 
faced. "Happy Time Go Fast," 



a short book that describes 
the adventures of author Wes 
Weston's three-year experience 
teaching English in South Korea, 
touches on many of the things 
that are bound to happen when 
spending time abroad. 

The first book in Weston's "Do 
U English?" series, "Happy Time 
Go Fast," is a fantastic read for 
anyone who wants to know what 
it's like to live overseas and expe- 
rience a different culture. While 
Weston's experience is that of 
someone teaching English as 
a second language, the book

provides a lot of insight as to 
what it's like to deal with culture 
shock, confusion and the funny 
moments that happen when 
living in a foreign country. 

In the book, Weston states 
that he wrote "Happy Time 
Go Fast" with "an audience of 
prospective teachers" in mind. 
He has a lot of interesting things 
to say about the educational 
system in South Korea, how to 
improve your teaching style and 
how to deal with difficult situa- 
tions in teaching. Even though 
readers may be interested in 
teaching abroad, the book is still 
an interesting and entertaining 
read that elaborates on the 
challenges of visiting a foreign 
country. 

Weston describes how he first 
began to teach in South Korea 
with absolutely no prior teaching 
experience and no experience 
working with kids. This leads him 
down a path of hilarious mis- 
takes and awkward situations, 
compounded by the difficulty of 
trying to figure out a new culture 
and language. 

In the book, Weston states 
that he was "just one of thou- 
sands of foreign English teachers 
living in South Korea, a small 
part of a $15 billion industry." He 
goes on to explain that there is 
an extremely high demand for 
native English speakers to teach 
English in South Korea because 
so many people want to perfect 
their English language skills. 

Explaining his attempts to 
become a better teacher, Weston 
gives a great deal of input about 
ways to improve class structure, 
attention and class participation. 
He also spends a significant 
amount of time describing and 
trying to figure how to perfect 
student-teacher relationships, 
from elementary school to uni- 



versity students. 

According to Weston, a good 
ESL teacher must be a native 
English speaker and also excel at 
explaining English. He admits to 
lacking the ability to explain the 
English language, and that was 
something he had to learn as he 
went along. 

From working with kids for 
the first time to learning to teach 
university students and deal with 
cultural faux pas, "Happy Time 
Go Fast" provides an excellent 
view of what it is like to be im- 
mersed in a completely new and 
foreign environment. 

Even for those who do not 
plan to be teachers or travel 
abroad, Weston's writing style 
and experiences are entertaining 
enough to make "Happy Time 
Go Fast" a fun and lighthearted 
read for anyone. I rate the book 4 
out of 5 stars.

"The goal of the AZA and the 
SSP is to never have to take an- 
imals out of the wild again. So, 
in order to do that, we have to 
keep the genetics as broad as 
possible." 

Because breeding regula- 
tions are so strict for the chim- 
panzee population, the Sunset 
Zoo makes it a priority to 
ensure that the chimps do not 
reproduce under unmonitored 
circumstances, Shoemaker ex- 
plained. When trying to pair a 
specific male and female, zoos 
may give the other sexually 



mature females in the troupe 
birth control pills to help pre- 
vent any accidents, a preventive 
strategy that is possible because 
apes are so biologically similar 
to humans. 

Because the baby chimp is so 
young, he has not quite devel- 
oped a personality of his own 
yet, but he is learning how to in- 
teract with the rest of his troupe 
beyond his mother. 

"He's still really focused on 
his mom at this point," said 
Jessie Roberts, animal keeper 
and primary care provider for 
the chimpanzee exhibit at the 
Sunset Zoo. "This past week, 



though, he's been starting to 
notice food and make little 
grunting noises." 

This hasn't stopped the little 
one from attracting crowds 
of his own. Davoren said he's 
thankful for the baby's populari- 
ty in the Manhattan community 
because it gives the zoo an op- 
portunity to educate interested 
visitors about nature and the 
animal population. 

"When we get people through 
the gates, one of our main goals 
is to educate," Shoemaker said. 
"It's a lot of education about 
the conservation of the natural 
world and how our well-being 



is tied into the well-being of ev- 
erything, whether it's animals, 
plants or ecosystems." 

Shoemaker also said that one 
of the zoo's main goals is to help 
people understand their ties to 
the planet in an effort to benefit 
all species on Earth. 

"Any time we can raise aware- 
ness, help people understand 
their impact on the world and 
the environment or make them 
better consumers, those are the 
kinds of things we're shooting 
for," Shoemaker said. "Animals 
just have an inherent right to be 
here. We have no right to drive 
them to extinction."

"What may surprise a lot of people is how much money the Computer Store made, and the percentage of the dollars it 
accounted for," said student body president Nate Spriggs. "It just goes to show that if we can get some big-time retail businesses in the Union, we can add revenue and cut the privilege fee."

for a building that we are 
eventually going to be forced 
to replace?" 

Numbers collected by SGA 
show that of the $2,339,467 
annual Union budget, 
$419,227, or about 18 percent, 
is allocated to repairs and re- 
placements. 

In the new Union, Spriggs 
estimated that they would put 
only a maximum of $100,000 
in a reserve fund, cutting 
about $320,000 in repair ex- 
penses per year. Cutting ex- 
penses would in turn reduce 
the amount of money that 
students would have to pay in 
privilege fees to maintain the 
building. Increasing efficiency 
of heating and cooling sys- 
tems and adding more energy 
efficient windows were other 
ways that he said the plan 
aims to control costs. 



Through a variety of open 
forums and workshops, the 
campaign has collaborated 
with students to try and meet 
needs. Regardless of the initia- 
tive getting the nod, however, 
Spriggs said that students are 
going to have to fork over a 
substantial sum to address 
some pressing structural 
issues. 

"Whether the vote passes or 
not, there are going to be reno- 
vations that need to take place 
such as fixing our crumbling 
roof which will cost us several 
million dollars," Spriggs said. 
"What this plan gives us is 
much more permanent solu- 
tion to a building that is falling 
apart. If we vote yes, we can 
solve this issue with a more 
long-term approach." 

Despite the excitement re- 
garding the possibility of a re- 
vamped Union on the part of 
some students, others remain 



staunchly against the propos- 
al that would increase the stu- 
dent privilege fee by 5 percent. 

Ashton Archer, senior in 
mechanical engineering and 
opponent of the Union ref- 
erendum, recently started a 
Facebook event called "Vote 
'No' to the K-State Your Union 
Project." As of Tuesday night, 
the page had 68 definite sup- 
porters, with nine others listed 
as "maybe." 

One of the posts on the 
event page by Barbara 
Breazeale, research assistant 
in a K-State veterinary diag- 
nostic lab, urged students to 
vote against the referendum 
and said students should not 
expect fees to go down in the 
future. 

"I already paid for the park- 
ing garage to be built when it 
was promised that it would be 
increased parking for all, not 
a pay service. That was a lie.

Parking permit prices never 
leveled out after that either, 
[they] just keep going up," she 
wrote on April 3. 

Archer's main concern 
about the plans was that she 
felt that the university would 
be taking on too many proj- 
ects and debt all at once if the 
students approved adding an- 
other $25 million initiative. 

"We aren't even finished 
with the Rec, why should we 
start renovating something 
else?" Archer said. "If we 
choose to renovate the Union, 
we'll be taking out yet another 
bond to pay for it. Students are 
still paying for the Hale Library 
renovation and expansion, the 
current Rec renovation and 
the last Union renovation that 
was finished in 1999." 

According to Emilee 
Taylor, Your Union committee 
member and senior in sociol- 
ogy, the proposal is an attempt 



to start a more "forward-think- 
ing" attitude toward campus 
maintenance. 

"Our campus leadership in 
the past has been really good 
about being reactive leaders," 
Taylor said. "We want to start 
thinking more proactively 
so that we can avoid putting 
future K-State students in a 
bad situation." 

Under the renovation pro- 
posal, the Union would see a 
significant increase in space 
and structural quality, some- 
thing that Spriggs said would 
also bring more retail dollars 
into the building. Increasing 
the revenue would decrease 
the need for additional priv- 
ilege fee dollars, which cur- 
rently funds about 19 percent 
of the Union. 

"The more space we add 
and the more attractive we 
make our Union, the more 
money we can bring in," 



Spriggs said. "We already have 
major corporations like FedEx 
lining up to pay us to be in 
our Union if this plan goes 
through. These businesses 
would pay rent and generate 
the money that would help 
run the building, which means 
students would have to con- 
tribute less to maintain it." 

Opposition from students 
has made the referendum far 
from a sure thing, but Brett 
Seidl, co-campaign chair of 
the Your Union campaign 
and junior in mass commu- 
nications, is still hopeful that 
the proposal will pass and be 
worth the investment. 

"I would say that I am cau- 
tiously optimistic," Seidl said. 
"This is a great opportunity 
to pay it forward and make 
sure that we ensure that stu- 
dents after us will be able to 
enjoy the building for years to 
come."
